PRESERVING EGGS. 
It is rem arkable th at more families 
do not preserve eggs when they are so 
superior and much cheaper than stor­ 
age eggs. 
Some start to put down eggs in the 
early cheap season, while others w ait 
until toward fall. 
Not Just any kind of eggs will do. 
Ten days before eggs are put down 
males should be removed, as a germ in 
a preserved egg dies and the egg decays 
and com municates decay to the other 
eggs. Eggs should be perfectly fresh, 
for a stale egg continues to decay and 
com municates the same. 
They should be clean, as a filthy egg 
fouls the preserving fluid, and this a f­ 
fects all, and cracked eggs do the 
sa me. 
M ETHODS. 
Lime Method.—Slack four pounds of 
lime, stir in five (sounds salt; pour this 
into ten gallons of water and stir well 
and stir again next day. When set­ 
t l e draw off clear liquid and pour into 
it a solution colp posed of two quarts 
boiling water, two ounces Laking soda. 
cream of tartar, saltpeter and a small 
am ount of alum. Put eggs into a stone 
jar, small end down, in layers and 
pour on solution. 
Salt Moth si.—Put layer of salt iu 
bottom of crock, fill frock with alter­ 
nate layers if salt and eggs, small end 
down and eggs not touching each 
other. 
I lqnid Glass Method.—Buy a gallon 
of liquid at drug store for 75 cents. 
Tse one part g!a£s to fifteen parts wa­ 
ter 
Arrange eggs as before, pour on 
solution and lf eggs do not sink add 
more water. Use stone jars, keep eggs 
In cool place where temperature is 
even.

end of the course of Instruction exam 
{nations art* beld, covering both the 
theory and practice of apple packing, 
and those making a satisfactory show­ 
ing are given certificates of proficien­ 
cy. 
Tho move would seem to be a 
very commendable one. that will great­ 
ly facilitate the work of packing when 
the rush is on. 


In sections where the winters are 
such that a cover crop should 
be 
grown in tile orchard during the Urtter 
part of the summer to catch the snow 
and give protection during the winter 
months cultivation should cease about 
the middle of July and a cover crop 
grown which will do best in ones lo­ 
cality. 
Buckwheat and oats will an­ 
swer tile purpose nicely if conditions 
are not right for cowpeas or soy beaus. 
In all these cases the growth of the 
cover crop tends to check late growth 
in the orchard trees by absorbing sur­ 
plus moisture, keeps the soil from bak­ 
ing in the August sun and smothers 
a host of weeds, while the soil is left 
in a fine, mellow condition for putting 
in clover or other crop the following 
spring.
